CAIRO. — Thousands of Egyptian 
policemen and soldiers yesterday 
used force to disperse a student 
demonstration against the U.S. and 
Israel at the Ein Shams University in 
the Abassia quarter of Cairo. 

The demonstration had o riginally 
been scheduled to take place at 
Cairo University, but the authorities 
denied permission due to the pro- 
ximity of the university to the Israel 
Embassy. Last week a throng of 
students almost broke through the 
barriers leading to the multi-storey 
building housing the embassy, just 
several hundred metres away from 
the main entrance to Cairo universi- 
ty. 

While yesterday's confrontation 
with the students was violent, the 
military and pant-mihtaiy forces sta- 


tioned at Ein Shams using tear gas to 
disperse the mobs, it was not the 
major test to President Hosni 
Mubarak's authority Western ex- 
perts were predicting would take 
place at the Al-Azhar mosque after 
noon prayers on Friday. According 
to one senior Western diplomat, 
Mubarak may have sanctioned the 
Ein Shams demonstration, to deflect 
growing dissatisfaction at his govern- 
ment. 

“Don’t be taken in by the vocifer- 
ous reaction of the Egyptian author- 
ities to the demonstration," The 
Jerusalem Post was told. “If Mubar- 
ak had not wanted it, it would nor 
have taken place. WhOe one cannot 
say it was orchestrated by the Egyp- 
tian authorities, it certainly was 
sanctioned by them, and the reason 
was to give Mubarak’s anger with the 
U.S. over the interception incident

It was not without trepidation that 
we travelled to A1 Azhar mosque ou 
Friday morning. A mass demonstra- 
tion bad been called for by opposi- ’ 
tion leader Ibrahim Shukri - another 
in a string of demonstrations that the 
opposition have organized against 
the Mubarak regime recently. . 

According to Western analysts, 
however, this was not to be just 
another demonstration. They pre- 
dicted that hundreds of thousands 
would answer Shukri's call and that 
at noon, when the huge mosque 
adjacent to the Islamic university 
emptied out from morning prayer 
the streets would errupt into what 
one American Embassy offidalsaid 
would be “the greatest test Mubarak 
has had yet to face.” . 

But there was no demonstration. 
Instead just another Friday, passed 
quietly, and with it the veracity of 
Western predictions about Mubar- 
ak’s future. 


. If surface impressions | are to be 
taken more seriously thah the pre- 
dictions of the analysts, then Cairo 
seen is normal indeed. The roads 
have improved, the shops are full of 
merchandise and customers, and 
budding is in progress everywhere. If 
anything, the Egyptian capital seems 
to have become more relaxed. No- 
where is there the slightest overt sign 
pf anything that could give credence 
to the claims of those who are saying 
that Mubarak is walking on the edge 
of disaster. 

While the president’s portrait is 
not omnipresent in the streets and on 
tiie fronts of buddings as was that of 
the late president Anwar Sadat, it is 
to be found in all lobbies and places 
of official business. Egyptians, when 
asked about their president, tend to 
shrug and answer non-committally - 
“a competant man, but not one of 
great c harisma or leadership, as was 
Sadat. " They have no hard and fast 
opinions about Mubarak’s handling 
of (he hijacking of the Achille 
Laura. Bid they totally condone the 
president’s anger at the Americans, 
and the justice of his demand that 
the Americans apologize. The aerial 
interception, two Egyptian journal- 
ists told me separately, but as if in 
unison, was linked to the Israeli

Moda’i: Travel Student strike 
tax to remain today; teachers 
at current rate cancel walkout

The travel tax will not be doubled 
as announced last week by the Treas- 
ury, a spokesman for the Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i said yester- 
day. He said Moda'i had derided 
that the tax will remain at the present 
level of about SI 14 and 20 per cent of 
the value of the ticket. 

Last week, the Treasury had offi- 
cially announced that it would ask 
the Knesset Finance Committee for 
a change in the tax which would have 
doubled the fixed sum to about $228 
while abolishing the 20 per cent 
surcharge. Moda'i said yesterday, 
however, that this change would 
have benefitted travellers to far- 
away places and thus could not be 
implemented. 

Apparently, the State Revenues 
Admmistration prepared the prop- 
osal fora change in the travel tax and 
even drafted a memorandum to the 
Finance Committee without consult- 
ing the minister who was attending 
an International Monetary FuDd 
meeting in Seoul, South Korea. 

Yesterday’s declaration seems to 
indicate that no change will be made 
in the travel tax in the immediate 
future.

The national university students' 
strike is scheduled to go ahead to- 
day, as Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda'i reiterated that he is not pre- 
pared to meet with student repre- 
sentatives unless the strike is called 
off. But a projected one-day strike of 
high school teachers was cancelled. 

Moda’i told a meeting in Herzliya 
on Friday that it was the students 
themselves who bad favoured link- 
ing their university tuition fees to the 
cost-of-living index and now they 
were complaining about the results. 

There was an angry exchange out- 
side the home of the finance minister 
in Herzhyu Pituah on Friday be- 
tween Moda'i and a student delega- 
tion. The students say they will strike 
indefinitely unless the tuition fees 
problem is solved. They want the 
annual fee of $1,150 restored to the 
previous level of $900. 

Education Minister Yitzbak 
Navon is to meet today with Moda'i 
to see if there is not a formula 
whereby foe student foes could be 
reduced to $900 per annum; but 
Moda’i maintains it was Navon him- 
self who set the higher level in the

Two Israelis stabbed in territories over the weekend

TEL, AVIV. - Two Israelis were 
stabbed in two separate incidents in 
foe administered territories over foe 
weekend. 

The first incident occured on Fri- 
day at 1 p.m. at the ruins of Sebastia, 
between Nablus and Jenin. 

Moshe Hayuta, a 33-year-old 
tourist guide from Jerusalem, was 
leading a Danish family through a 
church there. During the tour 
Arabs, all in their mid-twenties, 


pounced ou Hayuta stabbing him in 
bis neck, chest and hands. Hayuta 
ran to bis Mercedes and was taken to 
a nearby mfiitaiy clinic where he 
received first aid treatment and was 
sent on- to the Meir Hospital in Kfar 
Sava. 

Hayuta was in foe emergency 
ward until yesterday morning, but 
when interviewed by The Jerusalem 
Post in the evening he was sitting in 
■bine hospital pyjamas in foe TV 
room. 


The Danish family, a couple with 
two children, was unharmed. 

Security forces promptly imposed 
a short curfew on Sebastia and de- 
tained 10 people. Trackers found 
signs suggesting the attackers had 
come from foe village of Burka so a 
curfew was imposed there too. 

The second stabbing took place in 
Gaza. Ari Finno, a 39-year-old taxi 
driver fronrAshkeldn bought a bat- 
tery and as he bent to pick it up. 


someone stabbed him in the back 
with a knife. 

He was rushed to the Barzilai 
Hospital in Ashkelon and his condi- 
tion was described as fair. 

Later, about a dozen settlers went 
on patrol in the southern port of the 
town where Finno was stabbed. 

In another incident on the West 
Bank cm Friday, assailants hurled 
firebombs at a bus carrying Jewish 
pupils from foe village of Shaked. 
No one was hurt. 


Reagan sends special envoy 
to repair ties with Italy, Egypt 


Black mobs go on rampage 
in Johannesburg for 4 hours 


ROME (AP). - An envoy sent by 
U.S. President Ronald Reagan flew 
10 Rome yesterday to meet with . 
caretaker Premier Bettino Craxi to 
try to repair relations frayed by the 
Achille Lauro hijacking. 

Deputy Secretary-of-State John 
Whitehead, accompanied by .. 
Ambassador Maxwell Rabb, deli- 
vered a letter from Reagan to Craxi, 
whose coalition government fell on 
Thursday over the affair. 

While the 1 men, also joined by 
Foreign Minister Giulio Andreotti, 
were meeting, Italian politicians 
were continuing consulations to 
form a government to replace Cra- 
xi’s, considered a strong ally of the 
U.S. 

The U.S. envoy said the letter 
“expressed foe president’s hope that > 
we should now put onr differences 
behind us." 

Craxi resigned Thursday, a day 
after Defence Minister Giovanni 
Spadolini withdrew from the coali- 
tion government, saying he was not 
involved in the derision to release 
tbe PLO official, Mohammed' 
Abbas. 

Craxi said foe content of Reagan’s . 
letter was “particularly friendly" ( 


and that the conversation with 
Whitehead helped make clear the 
facts and led to a “better compre- 
hension and better evaluation." 

He told reporters he “would be 
pleased" to accept Reagan's invita- 
tion to meet him and other Western 
leaders on October 24 in New York 
in preparation for foe November 
summit between Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. 

Craxi said be would go unless the 
Italian government crisis prevents 
him . 

Whitehead later continued to 
Cairo, where he was also scheduled 
to engage in “fence-mending'.' 

President Francesco Cossiga, 
meanwhile, yesterday started talks 
with party leaders, as efforts moved 
into foil swing to form a new govern- 
ment. 

Leaders of the five ruling parties - 
Christian Democrats, Socialists, Re- 
publicans, Social Democrats and 
liberals - said they had told Cossiga 
they were ready to renew their 
alliance. 

But analysts said they .were stzU 
divided on the terms of a fresh 
five-party coalition. (See earlier 
story, page 4.) 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - 
Angered by foe execution on Friday 
of a black man convicted of killing a 
policeman, black mobs over- 
whelmed police in downtown Johan- 
nesburg, beating up whites and 
smashing and looting shops for four 
hours. 

The outburst on Friday marked 
foe first time black mobs roamed 
unchecked through white Johannes- 
burg. Witnesses at the scene said two 
policemen were stabbed, white men 
and women were beaten, and police 
shot and wounded at least one black 
man. 

A full casualty count was not avail- 
able. 

Rioting also flared around Cape 
Town for the third day. Police and 
soldiers began house-to-house sear- 
ches at sundown in foe middle-class 
community of Afolone, the most 
troubled mixed-race neighbour- 
hood. 

The Johannesburg violence began 
after a memorial service for Ben- 
jamin Moloise, 30, who was hanged 
just after dawn. Pleas for clemency 
from around the world were 
ignored. 

“Moloise’s Wood,” screamed rio- 


ters as they smashed shops and 
chased whites. 

The army later ringed a 1 0-square 
block area, and the gangs appeared 
to vanish at about nightfall- 

The Organization of African Uni- 
ty (OAU) joined the outlawed 
ANC, the main guerrilla group fight- 
ing the Pretoria government, of 
which Moloise was a sympathizer, in 
urging the people of South Africa to 
avenge the execution. 

The street battles in Johannesburg 
began with what looked like a 
routine protest. Singing African 
freedom songs, Moloise’s mourners 
spilled out of an assembly ball, and 
about 300 began dancing in a main 
street, blocking traffic. About a 
dozen police arrived, without 
weapons, and waded into the dan- 
cers. 

Scuffles broke out. One police- 
man was stabbed in foe back of his 
right shoulder. Another bloodied 
officer said be was stabbed near his 
left eye. 

. Thousands of black passersby be- 
gan filling foe streets. Police with 
dogs tried to scatter the crowds, but 
the security forces were dearly out- 
numbered.

BEIT DAGAN-. - The first tain 
(yorek) made its appearance yester- 
day in tiie north and centre of the 
country, with strong winds and drops

The duty weatherman, Eliezer 
Danziger, told The Jerusalem Post 
that he believed that due to foe early 
warning several days earlier by the 
forecasting centre that , rains were 
expected during the weekend, the 
farmers managed to prepare them- 
selves and keep down damage to 


crops like cotton and peanuts that 
are now being harvested. No reports 1 
have yet been received concerning 
damage. . ■ 

Danziger said the coldest spot in. 
the country was Mt. Canaan with 13 
degrees. Jerusalem recorded 18 and 
Td Aviv 22. 

Danziger said rain is expected to 
continue this morning clearing to- 
ward noon but it will remain cloudy.

Peres shows flexibility 
over inti conference

WASHINGTON. - Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres has 
wound up his Washington visit 
with fresh indications of greater 
Israeli flexibility in responding to 
Jordan’s demand for some son of 
international context for opening 
direct negotiations. 

He also issued strong public 
appeals to Egypt to improve its 
ties with Israel and to Jordan to 
begin direct peace negotiations 
but without the PLO. 

Peres said that Israel would drop 
its opposition to the U.S. arms sale 
to Jordan if Amman officially de- 
clared an end to the state of belli- 
gerency with Israel. He noted that 
Israel do longer opposes U.S. arms 
sales to Egypt. 

There were no indications that 
Peres had managed, during his meet- 

Shamir ‘informed 
of secret meetings’

Acting Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir yesterday confirmed that he 
would know if Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres had held some secret 
top-level meetings recently - for ex- 
ample with Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev, or with King Hussein. 
Speaking in an interview with Israel 
Radio yesterday, Shamir stated 
clearly that such secret diplomatic 
moves, of which he would be in- 
formed, do not have to be brought to 
the knowledge of the government or 
even the inner cabinet, as along as no 
operative political decisions are re- 
quired. 

Tbe Likud leader thus refuted 
Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon's charge that Peres was 
acting behind tbe government’s 
back. Shamir said be wonld welcome 
resuming ties with the world’s 
second largest power as well as with 
other East European countries. He 
would also favour direct talks with 
King Hussein and with acceptable 
Palestinians without any prior coach- 


ings with President Ronald Reagan 
and Secretary of State George 
Shultz, to arrive at any real break- 
through in getting those negotiations 
off the ground. U.S. officials said 
more “follow-up" was needed. 

The prime minister acknow- 
ledged that be still had no assurance 
that Hussein had actually decided to 
move ahead without the PLO de- 
spite recent strains between Jordan 
and the PLO. 

Still. Peres was clearly encouraged 
by Hussein's public scolding of the 
PLO for backing out of an earlier 
commitment which would have en- 
abled two PLO officials, Moham- 
med Milbem and Elias Khoury. to 
sign a statement in London renounc- 
ing terrorism and accepting peace 
negotiations with Israel. 

But as if to coax Hussem to move 
without foe PLO. Peres signalled an 
apparently new readiness to consid- 
er foe king's demand for internation- 
al auspices. He conditioned any 


direct Soviet involvement, however, 
on a resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Israel. 

“The permanent members of Che 
Security Council should establish di- 
plomatic relations with Israel and 
attend the conference or. without 
participating, they should interna- 
tionally declare themselves in favor 
of dirert negotiations.” he said. 

Peres made dear, nonetheless, 
that he was basically very unrecep- 
tive to any formal international con- 
ference involving the five permanent 
UN Security Council members. He 
noted, for example, that the Soviets 
are “hardly likely to contribute" 
anything positive; that China was 
“busy with other problems;” and 
that the polides of France and Bri- 
tain have “not necessarily been suffi- 
cient or encouraging.” 

Only the U.S. and its "good 
offices' 1 could play a constructive

Aide denies deal with Soviets

NEW YORK. - A top aide to Prime 
Minister Peres denied reports here 
yesterday that Israel and foe Soviet 
Union have agreed in prindple to a 
direct airlift of Soviet Jews from 
Moscow to Israel. 

Speaking to this reporter after a 
press briefing on Peres's visit here. 
Peres's spokesman Uri Savir com- 
mented: “I can definitely say that no 
such decision has been made by foe 
Soviets. The reports that have 
appeared (in the New York Hebrew 
language newspaper Yisrael Shelanu 
and in Maariv) indicating that such 
an agreement has been readied be- 
tween Israel and the Soviet Union 
are not true.” 

Savir repeated earlier denials that 
Peres offfered territorial concessions 
on foe Golan Heights in exchange 
for the Soviets allowing the depar- 
ture of farge numbers of Soviet Jews. 
Asked if World Jewish Congress 
President Edgar Bronfman had 
made such an offer during his recent 
visit to Moscow, Savir said: “I can 
only speak for Peres, and not for 


Bronfman. Peres made no such 
offer." 

Peres had dinner Friday night with 
Bronfman at the home of the WJC 
President. Savir did not say what the 
two men discussed. 

As Peres begins his visit here. New 
York is awash with rumours that a 
deal has been struck between Israel 
and the Soviet Union trading Soviet 
participation in an international con- 
ference on foe Middle East for free- 
dom for an undetermined but con- 
siderable number of Soviet Jews. 
Savir said today in his press briefing 
that, “foe most important issue that 
Peres is dealing with on this trip is 
the issue of Soviet Jewry.” Savir said 
that Peres raised the issue of Soviet 
Jewry in his private meeting with 
President Reagan and was assured 
by the president that he will take up 
the issue with Soviet Premier 
Mikhail Gorbachev- when foe two 
meet in Geneva next month. 

Also on Friday night. Peres 
attended services at the Fifth Ave- 
nue synagogue here. Peres made a 
short and enthusiastically received 
speech to foe congregants summariz- 
ing his talks in Washington.

Egyptian newspaper: 

Ras Burka - revenge for 1970 IAF bombing

An Egyptian newspaper has 
claimed that the soldier who Wiled 
seven Israelis earlier this month at 
Ras Burka was acting to avenge the 
deaths of 47 Egyptian schoolchildren 
killed in an Israeli air strike at his 
school during the War of Attrition. 


the raid by Israeli Phantom aircraft 
in which 47 schoolchildren died and 
30 were injured at Baher al-Bakr, 
Khateris home village near Alexan- 
dria in the Nile Delta. 


The Egyptian daily Al Ahali re- 
ported that Suleiman Abdel Hamid 
Khater, 24, was not a religious fana- 
tic or a madman and had shot the 
Israelis at Ras Burka in revenge for 


The air attack took place on 8 
April 1970 and was directed at an 
Egyptian HQ at Salahiya. The 
school was located in several build- 
ings near the Egyptian base. 

Khater, according to the Egyptian 
report quoted at length in Ma'am on 
Friday, was a high school graduate 


and had been accepted at' a law 
faculty in one of Egypt’s universities. 

According to Khater's brother, 
the Egyptian soldiers on the beach 
were angered by the sight of “Jewish 
women walking around completely 
naked" on the Ras Burka beach. 
The Egyptian paper also quoted the 
brother as saying that Israeli tourists 
mocked Khater on the day of the 
killing, allegedly saying “this is our 
country, not yours.” 

According to Khater's brother. 


who spoke to soldiers from Khater's 
unit, Israeli tourists then spat at an 
Egyptian Sag and continued to mock 
the Egyptians. Khater then opened 
fire. 

Khater’s mother, according to At 
Ahali , said that she was “happy that 
these Jews bad died.” The village 
doctor at Baher al-Bakr reportedly 
said that Khater’s shots were a warn- 
ing against the “illusory peace" (be- 
tween Egypt and Israel), He added 
that the only language the enemy 
understands is force.

Klinghoffer family announces 400,000 W. German workers 
anti-terrorism memorial fund march against unemployment

NEW YORK (AP). - Friends and 
relatives of Leon Klinghoffer, who 
died aboard a hijacked Italian cruise 
ship last week, announced Thursday 
the formation of a memorial fund to 
oppose international terrorism. 

The Leon Klinghoffer Memorial 
Fund will work to educate people to 
the threat of terrorism and to sup- 
port anti-terrorist activities, the 
group said at a news conference near 
the UN. 

“The Klinghoffer family... already 
has received immeasurable nation- 
wide and worldwide expressions of 
concern and support," said Milton 
Gralla, a family friend. “A common 
thread in most of these expressions is 
that if it can happen to Leon Kling- 
hoffer, it can happen to anyone, and 


so people want to take action now," 
he said. 


Gralla, co-founder of a publishing 
company where Klinghoffer’s 
widow, Marilyn, works, said he and 
his wife bad donated $25,000 to the 
fond. He was joined by Klinghoffer’ s 
daughters, Lisa, 34, and lisa, 28, 
Lisa’s husband, Jerry Axbittier. and 
lisa's fiance, PaulDworin. 

Among the goals of the fund, 
Gralla said, are “to keep the world 
alert to the dangers of excessive 
toleration, patience and leniency ex- 
tended to terrorists, assassins, 
murderers and similar barbarians," 
and to seek “speedier, more orga- 
nized, more severe international re- 
sponse to acts of terrorism 


Two Iranian pilots defect 
to Iraq with their helicopter 


FRANKFURT (AP). - More than 
400.000 West Germans demons- 
trated nationwide yesterday blaming 
the government for high unemploy- 
ment and demanding publicly- 
funded job programmes. 

Carrying banners reading, “Stop 
mass joblessness," workers and their 
famiiiMi marched in autumn sun- 
shine in peaceful protests sponsored 
by the German Trade Union Federa- 
tion. 

The organizers reported 150,000 
demonstrators in Stuttgart, 100,000 
in Dortmund, 40,000 each in Munich 
and Nuremberg, 30,000 in Ham- 
burg, 20,000 each in Frankfurt and 
Braunschweig, and several thousand 
in Kassel, Bremen, Hannover and 
Saarbreucken. Union leaders bad 
called gatherings in 17 cities. 

The protesters listened to passion-

BAGHDAD. - Two Iranian pilots 
yesterday defected to Iraq aboard 
thfeir helicopter, a military spokes- 
man said. 

■ The spokesman, reading a state- 
ment on the state radio, identified 
the chopper as an Agusta-Bell and 
said the two Iranian pilots were 
“safely evacuated to rear tines." He 
gave no further details. 

Two Iranian pilots in two Agusta- 
Bells defected to Iraq on September 
22. Four others, flying Chinook heli- 
copters. defected during the sum- 
mer. 

Earlier yesterday, Iraq announced 
that its navy destroyed an Iranian 
naval vessel in the northeastern sec- 
tor of the Gulf - 

An Iraqi military spokesman said 
in a communique on state radio that 
the Iranian navy ship was “knocked 
out in a destructive and accurate 
strike by our navy" near the Nowruz 
oil field, about 95kms. north-west of 
Iran's Kharg bland oil terminal. 

There was no immediate con- 


firmation of the report either from 
Iran or independent sources. 

The attack marked the first 
claimed by Iraq on an Iranian naval 
vessel since August 11 last year, 
when Iraq said it downed three Ira- 
nian jetfighters and sunk five 
warships in the northern part of the 
Gulf. 

A Panamanian-registered con- 
tainer ship, the Oriental Champion, 
was hit on Friday in an attack in the 
Gulf while it was heading from 
Kuwait to Bahrain. 

Captain Robert Yew, from Singa- 
pore, said the crew had no warning 
and saw no planes so he was not 
certain who launched the attack at 
10.45 a.m. 

But Iraq Friday said its warplanes 
had hit a “large naval target" in the 
Gulf at about that time. 

The captain, speaking by ship-to- 
shore radio link, said a projectile 
blasted a 90cm. hole in the quarters 
housing the steering gear but there 
were no casualties. (AP, Reuter). 


PLO, Egypt to confer on ME peace efforts 


CAIRO (AP). - A high-level meet- 
ing between Egypt and the PLO is to 
be held soon to discuss future Middle 
East peace efforts, a PLO official 
said yesterday. 

Sa’id Kamal, a Cairo-based aide 
to PLO leader Yasser Arafat, dis- 
closed this after conferring with Osa- 
ma el-Baz, political adviser to Pre- 
side at Hosni Mubarak. 

Kamal told reporters he and el- 
Baz “assessed the international 


situation in the light of recent de- 
velopments' 7 including Israel's 
attack on PLO headquarters in 
Tunis and the hijacking by Palesti- 
nian terrorists of the Achille Lauro. 

“We discussed ways of defeating 
attempts to keep the PLO out of 
peace negotiations to solve the 
Palestinian problem," Kamal said. 

He refused to say who would par- 
ticipate in the meeting and exactly 
when it will be held. «

Kahane’s appeal on U.S. status delayed

NEW YORK. - A U.S. Federal 
judge delayed Friday Rabbi Meir 
Kahane’s appeal to have his U.S. 
citizenship restored. Kahane’s 
citizenship was ordered stripped 
from him earlier tins month by order 
of the U.S. State Department. 

Judge Leo Glasser ruled in 
Federal District Court in Brooklyn 
that Kahane's request for an injunc- 
tion against the State Department's 
order should be set aside until after 
his appeal is heard by the State 
Department's Board of Appellate 
Review. 

Kabane, who is in the U.S. on a 
two-week speaking tour, could not 
be reached for immediate comment. 
He had been allowed -to enter the 
U.S. Thursday after securing a cer- 
tificate of identity issued to persons 
contesting their citizenship. 

Kahane’s legal appeal against the 
stripping of his citizenship is being 


undertaken by a high-powered legal 
team including Harvard Law School 
professor Alan • Dershowitz, Barry 
Slotnick, a leading criminal lawyer 
who defended subway vigilante Ber- 
nard Goetz, and the American Civil 
liberties Union. The AGLU main- 
tains that the State Department 
acted illegally in stripping Kahane of 
his U.S. citizenship, since the con- 
troversial MK had never renounced 
his American passport. 

The State Department announced 
that it was revoking Kahane’s 
citizenship on October 6, and cited 
recent remarks by Kahane to the 
National Press Club in Washington 
that he keeps bis U.S. citizenship 
only so that he will have an easier 
time gaming entry into the U.S. for 
fund raising and speaking tours. 


BAGHDAD (Reuter). - PLO 
Chairman Yasser Arafat said yester- 
day that the PLO is reviewing its 
approach to Middle East peace 
efforts in the wake of the Israeli air 
raid on its headquarters in Tunis on 
October 1. He said a “hurricane of 
anti-American feelings” would hit 
' Western interests in the Arab world. 

“We are planning to' revise the 
peace process j concerning -the 
Jprdaman-Palestiman agreement, 
but not the agreement itself,” he told 
a press conference. The PLO leader 
was refiroring to the Jordanian-PLO 


peace. 

Arafat did not say how the peace 
process would be changed, but said 
Jordan’s King Hussein agreed with 
the decision.

Defence replies in Bej ski probe due today

Today marks the end of another 
stage in the proceedings of the Be- 
jski Commission of Inquiry into the 
bank-share collapse of October 
1983. All 27 individuals and institu- 
tions that received wanting letters 
from the commission, and intend to 
submit defence summaries, must de- 
posit them with the commission by 
the end of today. 

As expected, none of the “war- 
nees" sent the summary in before 
the last day available. Most will 
probably hold back until afternoon 
today, but almost all of tnem are 
expected to take advantage of the 
opportunity allowed them to reply to 
the warnings they received. Some, 
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however, are not interested or .con- 
cerned over the commission’s pro- 
ceedings, whatever conclusions may 
be reached about their personal role. 

Dr. Ya’acov Ne’eman, the 
director-general of the Finance 
Ministry under Yigael Hurvitz, for 
example, will not be writing the 
commission any letters, nor is be 
likely to appear in person or by 
proxy to present his defence sum- 
mary verbally - a stage that will 
begin next Sunday. 

It is quite possible that Ne’eman’s 
successor. Prof. Ezra Sadan, will 
also waive his defence, although his 
and Ne’eman's political masters, 
Hurvitz and Yoram Aridor, are 
thought likely to make the effort of 
defending themselves. 

The banks and bankers, both com- 
mercial and central, as well as the 
Securities Authority and the Stock 
Exchange, are probably going to 
deliver their written summaries. But 
doubts exist whether all of them will 
also bother with the final stage of the 
inquiry, the verbal summaries. 

In this procedure, which tile com- 
mission has defined as “verbal addi- 
tions to the written summaries," 
care is taken to ensure that the 
parties’ lawyers don’t rehash tbeir 
written arguments. Each “warnee" 
or his lawyer will be able 1 6 speak -if 
necessary for some hours -in a final 
attempt to dissuade the commission 
from following through with the im- 
plied criticism contained in the warn- 
ings. 

However, no cross-examination 
or even close questioning by the 
commission members will take 
place. The procedure will be pri- 
marily rhetorical, declamatory and 
possibly even, exhortatory, but not 
inquisitory. Nor is it expected to be 
i nflamm atory — rather the opposite. 


None of this prevented the 
lawyers, who have increasingly 
dominated the later stages of the 
commission's proceedings, from 
squabbling “like little children," in 
the words of one well-placed obser- 
ver, over the exact order of appear- 
ance in the final stage. They 
apparently felt that there was an 
advantage to be, gained by being near 
the end - possibly in being able to 
rebut accusations made by those 
appearing earlier. 


In the end, commission secretary 
Elisha Tsidon unilaterally fixed the 
order, which is basically a reversal of 
the order of appearance of the va- 
rious parties answering questions in 
the first round of hearings, held 
between March and June. 

The commission’s final report is 
expected to be published before the 
end of 1985. 


few words of Hebrew, made me 
understand that what had happened 
in Sinai over Succot was “the act of a 
madman” and should not prevent 
Israeli tourists from coming to 
Egypt.

Not only is he dependent on 
the Americans for weapons and 
military training, but next year 
Egypt will have to import over 70 per 
centof its food needs, much of it with 
U.S. aid. Moreover, if Mubarak is 
not able to increase the American 
aid package next year, the total sum 
will almost equal the amount he is 
due to repay in loans to the Amer- 
icans. 

Notwithstanding official charges 
that America was to blame for the 
fiasco surrounding: the Achille Lauro 
affair, Mubarak is said to be having 
serious second thoughts about his 
relationship with Yasser Arafat’s 
PLO. Mubarak is also watching the 
developing dialogue between Jordan 
and Syria with some concern. 


PETAHTKVA (Irim). - The for- 
mer commander of the central police 
unit in Tel Aviv, Deputy- 
Commander Moshe Friedman, was 
cleared on Friday of most of the 
charges against him in the polio; 
disciplinary court. The central unit is 
an intelligence-gathering force. 

Friedman was found guilty only of 
fraternizing with a known criminal, 
whose name has been withheld from 
publication, and of unethical be- 
haviour in questioning one of his 
superiors about evidence he pre- 
sented to the inquiry. 

He was found not guilty of accept- 
ing presents from the criminal, and 
not guilty of fraternizing with 
another criminal. He was also not 
guilty of hindering the investigation 
against him. The court found that 
Friedman was “an experienced and 
talented policeman” and expressed 
the hope that he would continue to 
serve the force. 

The alleged criminal, the owner of 
a Tel Aviv printing shop, was a close 
friend of Friedman's for a number of 
years and the court found that this 
was not necessary to Friedman’s 
work. He had allegedly been in- 
volved in the robbery of an elderly 


man. 

The court considered a visit of the 


criminal to Friedman’s home, sever- 
al weeks after the officer had 
announced that he had broken off 
contact with him. It was not pleasant 
to “close the door in the man's face.” 
noted the court, but a police officer 
often hod to do unpleasant things,

The Prime Minister flew to New 
York late Friday afternoon. He is to 
spend much or this week in New 
York participating in festivities 
marking the 40th anniversary of the 
United Nations. He is to address the 
UN tomorrow and is also scheduled 
to meet with Jewish leaders, the 
news media, business executives and 
others throughout the week. 

Peres yesterday met with Assis- 
tant Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy in New York, Israel Radio re- 
ported. The meeting was reportedly 
connected to efforts to reduce the 
recent tensions between Egypt and 
the U.S. and Israel. 

There was continued speculation 
yesterday that Peres might meet in 
New York with Soviet Foreign 
Minister Eduard Shevardnaze. who 
is also attending the UN celebra- 
tions. 

Peres repeated Israel’s readiness 
to resume diplomatic ties with Mos- 
cow. “For us,” he said, “tins is an 
easy matter. It’s more complicated 
for the Russians.” He expressed 
doubt that the Soviets would restore 
relations in the near future even 
though they might try to “create an 
air of good wfll to improve their 
public relations" in advance of the 
summit next month between Reagan 
and Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev. He doubted there would.be 
much “substantive" change in Soviet 
policy. 

The outcome of the Reagan- 
Gorbachev summit, he suggested, 
could play an important role in shap- 
ing Soviet policy toward Israel. 

Peres was clearly pleased by his 
reception in Washington.

Dutch Unifil contingent removed after 6 years

HAIFA. - The Dutch contingent of 
Unifil is to hand over its positions to 
the Fijian and Nepalese units of the 
force this morning. The 150 Dutch- 
men comprising the unit, which was 
withdrawn from Unifil by The Hague 
government, are to fly home from 
Ben-Gurion Airport on Thursday, 
Unifil spokesman Timur Goksel, 
told The Jerusalem Post last night. 

The Dutch joined Unifil with a 
contingent of 850 men six "years 
ago, but their government reduced 
the unit to its present small size in 
November, 1983. The unit had been 
deployed in positions along the 
shore north of NaJkura, 


With the Dutch withdrawal, the 
UN force is now down to 5,650 men, 
over 1,000 men short of its autho- 
rized strength of 7,000. 


The force’s renewed six-month 
mandate, granted by the U.N. 
Security Council without opposition 
last Thursday, makes no changes in 
their duties, Goksel said.

GAZA. - Yesterday’s attempt here 
on the life of Ashkelon taxi driver 
Ari Finno was not an unusual event. 
There have been 58 other terrorist 
incidents in the Gaza Strip since 
January, and the army says another 
Incident can occur at any time and in 
**” place in this overpopulated re- 
gion. 

An IDF officer told reporters on a 
tour of the area last week that, “an 
incident is possible at any time - the 
violence is incipient and only needs 
an opportunity to take place. 

The Israeli army makes no bones 
about being the boss. This is an 
occupation army and the only re- 
servation an outsider might hear 
from the officers in charge is that 
“even the oldest man alive in Gaza 
today can’t remember when he was a 
free man; there have always been 
foreigners of one sort or another in 
charge.” 

After the Turks came the British, 
then the Egyptians and, for the past 
IS years. Tbe occupier has been the 
Israeli army, and the locals don't 
seem to be particularly happy about 
it. Their economic lot may have 
improved, but their hatred is still 
intact. After the Six Day War in 
1967, when Israeli travellers first 


arrived, looking for bargains, they 
were warned not to buy fruits and 
vegetables for fear of their being 
poisoned. 

Israelis still come for bargains. 
Car repairs here are cheap, as are 
other goods and services. The fact 
that shoppers and businessmen have 
been killed, knifed, axed or other- 
wise injured over the years has not 
deterred visitors. 

Not that so many come. One man 
who frequently does reserve duty in 
the area told The Jerusalem Post that 
when Israelis come shopping, the 
army has standing orders to look out 
for their safety; and if they are 
unarmed, they are sometimes asked 
to leave the area. 

. “I remember one incident in 
which two men came to town in a 
car. One went to do some business 
somewhere and the other waited in 
the car. After a while, when his 
friend didn’t show up, he got worried 
and alerted a nearby army patrol. 
The order was given to look for the 
missing man and every soldier in the 
area was summoned who was not on 
duty elsewhere. Someone then had 
the idea of calling the man’s family 
and discovered that the missing man 
had returned home by cab mean- 


while!” he told The Post. 

But there is no choice. Given the 
situation that the army has to occupy 
the Gaza Strip, the rest is inevitable. 
The only way to control an alien 
population is by force. The army 
insists that it does not use undue 
physical force and does not violate 
the cultural sensibilities of the local 
.population (for example, there are 
standing orders not to search a house 
without a local man present - a 
“man" being a male over- thirteen 
years of age). Even if this is true 
most of the time, the fact that any- 
one at any place and at any time can 
be stopped and asked for identifica- 
tion is a harassment - necessary 
under the special circumstances of a 
military occupation but still a viola- 
tion of basic human rights. 

The Gazans seem to have little 
outside help in their struggle against 
the army and indeed all Israelis. 
Most of the fireannsnsed are simple 
and old. The level of sophistication is 
nowhere near that encountered in 
Lebanon. But the population is de- 
termined and resourceful. 

It seems that every teenager 
knows how to make a bomb of some 
kind - and does.' “They are in no 
hurry,” the officer explained. “They 


have patience and only wait for a 
chance to use their weapon, whatev- 
er it is. They can wait a year, even 
five years, for an opportunity. They 
are always ready for action .As far as 
they are concerned, killing one per- 
son orahundred is immaterial.” The 
rage is there all the time, and the 
weapon too. The army knows this, 
and takes precautions. 

Apparently, the 211 terrorists 
from Gaza freed in the recent deal 
with Ahmed Jibril are now content 
to be regular residents again and are 
no longer active. “Most of them had 
been in prison for long stretches and 
have had enough,” the officer said. 
“One of them, who ‘sat' for 17 years, 
recently got married. We feared that 
the wedding would be a convenient 
excuse for a demonstration against 
us, so we wanted to curtail the festi- 
vities, but he told us that it would be 
from dawn to dusk. Nobody, Arab 
or Jew, is allowed on the coast at 
night. The catch is meagre and the 
fishermen cry to expand their terri- 
a quiet affair and indeed it was.” 

The Gaza Strip has three “bor- 
ders”: One along the sea, one with 
Egypt, and one with Israel. 

_ The sea is “quiet.” Some 700 
fishing boats are active offshore.

Murder of ADC official focuses attention on Arab-American group

NEW YORK. - The powerful bomb 
that went off in the Santa Ana, 
California, office of the American- 
Arab Anti-Discrimination Commit- 
tee (ADC) last Friday did more than 
kill 37-year-old Alex Odeh, the 
ADC’s Southern California regional 
director. __ 

The incident, coming the day after 
the murder -of Leon Kiinghoffer, 
starkly pointed np the increasing 
vulnerability of both American Jews 
and Arab- Americans to the full 
force of the Middle East conflict. 

Odeh’s death also placed the 
media spotlight on the ADC, an 
organization which Odeh, a Palesti- 
nian poet who is a naturalized Amer- 
ican, had served since its inception in 
1980. Two months before, a power- 
ful pipe bomb exploded outside the 
Boston offices of ADC. seriously 
wounding a police sapper. 

According to ADC officials, the 
organization has received bomb 
threats at offices throughout the 
country, and decided to dose all of 
•its offices except for its national 
office in Washington after the Santa 
Ana blast. 

ADC executive director Omar 
Kader refused to respond when 
jeried last week concerning whom 
te ADC suspects in the Odeh 
attack, statmg,i‘TThia is aJfottefor 
7 mourning’ arid not accusations."* But 
persons close to 1 the organization 
privately made dear that they sus- 
pected the Jewish Defence League. 
With the appointment of Los 
Angeles native Irv Rubin to replace 
Rabbi Meir Kahane as JDL's nation- 
al director, the league’s greatest 
backing is now in southern Califor- 
nia. 

ADC national chairman James 
Abourezk demanded that the FBI 
investigate the JDL after the Boston 
bombing. 

Odeh was killed the day after be 
appeared on Los Angeles television 
to state, “The media has mistakenly 
linked the (hijacking of the Achille 
Laura) with the PLO,” and to call 
Yasser Arafat “a man of peace.” 

After the blast, Rubin denied the 
bombing was carried out by the JDL, 
but declared. ‘.‘Odeh appeared on 
television to whitewash the PLO 
murder of Khnghoffer. No Jew or 
American should shed one tear for 
the destruction of a PLO front in 
Santa- Ana or anywhere eke in the 
world.” 

In comments to The Los Angeles 
Tones, Abourezk laid indirect re- 
sponsibility for the bombing on what 
he termed “the sense of a kind of 
lynch mob from. President Reagan 
on down. It’s cowboy time on the 
part of the president, on the part of 
the media and on the part of Con- 
gress. There seems to be a mood that 
to go ahead and to kill some Arabs - 
that’s OK.” 
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Traditionally a quiescent 
and assimflationist community, the 
estimated" 2.5 million Arab- 
Americans seemed to acquire a 
sense of ethnic identity and pride in 
the 1970’s, at least partly in response 
to die portrayal of Arabs in the 
American mass media and entertain- 
ment industry as being synonymous 
with greedy, primitive, oil-rich 
sheiks. 

The hurt and anger middle- and 
working-class Arab- Americans felt 
about the stereotype was compound- 
ed in 1978 when the FBI conducted 
its controversial Abscam operation, 
in which agents disguised as oil 
sheiks from Persian Gulf states 
offered bribes to congressmen for 
political favors. 

Asked what he thought of the 
term Abscam, Abourezk re- 
sponded, “What do you think of 
Jewscam or Polescam?” 

At the 1980 founding conference 
of the ADC in Washington, 
Abourezk asked, “Who in this room 
has not felt the sting of racist stereo- 
typing? Who has not seen the insult- 
ing editorial cartoons, the humiliat- 
ing television stories, all depicting 
Arabs as either terrorists, high rol- 
lers. wasteful spenders or corrupters 
of. officialdom or even worse? Can it 
rbe accurately .said that wcrare too 
sensitive as Arab-Americans? That 
we shouldn’t be concerned wkh an 
occasional slur against our ethnic- 
ity?” 

The ADC had been led by 
Abourezk, a liberal Democrat who 
was U.S. senator from South Dakota 
from 1971 to 1979, together with 
James Zogby, a 38-year-old former 
college professor from Pennsylvania 
with a long history of outspoken 
support for the PLO. The committee 
anounced that its chief purpose 
would be to combat the “stereotyping 
of Arabs in the media,” and fight 
“discrimination against Arab- 
Americans in employment, educa- 
tion and political life.” The ADC 
seemed to be modelled after a simi- 
larly named Jewish organization - 
the Anti-Defamation League of 
B’nai B’rith. (Another leading 
group, the National Association of 
Arab ..Americans, NAAA, is more 
overtly political, lobbying Congress 
against aid to Israel and favouring 
arms sales to the Arab states.) 

In its early years, the ADC won 
headlines for such anti-defamation 
efforts as attempting to co nvince 
Rogers Thesaurus to drop its descrip- 
tion of “Arab” as synonymous with 
“vagabond.” 

More recently, the _ ADC has 
undertaken efforts such' as its suc- 
cessful protest on the set of the 
Goldie Hawn film Protocol , in which 
Hawn is tricked by the State Depart- 
ment into becoming the.mistress of a 
lecherous Arab soverign from a 
country named Elohtar — “ra thole” 
spelled backwards. The. ADC pro- 
test delayed the film’s shooting and 
convinced the producers to tone 
down some of the material to which 
the ADC objected. 

Beginning with the 1982 
Lebanon war, however, the ADC 
appeared to. downgrade its anti- 
discrimination efforts and gear up 
for an impressive political action^and 
propa ganda campaign against Israel. 
Working together with the NAAA, 
the ADC campaigned heavily for 
House Resolution 359, calling for 
the suspension of all U.S. arms aid to 
Israel.

The ADC also conducted a soph- 
isticated media blitz during July and 
August 1982, placing advertisements 
in 62 U.S. newspapers calling on 
Americans to demand a cutoff of 
U.S. economic and military aid to 
Israel. 

During the height of the war and 
in the ensuing months as Israeli 
occupation forces settled into south- 
ern Lebanon, the ADC sponsored a 
series of Congressional seminars, 
sponsored by Arab-American mem- 
bers of congress like representatives 
Nick Joe Rayhall (Democrat- 
W. Virginia) and Mary Rose Okar 
(Democrat-Ohio), and by sym- 
pathetic black members like 
Rep.George Crockett (Democrat- 
Michigan) and Washington, D.C., 
delegate Walter Fauntroy (Demo- 
crat). These seminars, which fo- 
cused on alleged Israeli repression in 
Lebanon and the West Bank, were 
aimed at specific groups, tike the 
C hristian clergy and the black com- 
munity. 

One of the ADC’s most effective 
efforts during the war was its “Save 
Lebanon campaign" promoted as a 
-.“multi-faceted t humanitarian* cam- 
paign to aid the Palestinian victims 
of foe war.” By mid-1983, foe ADC 
had arranged to bring 35 Palestinian 
and Lebanese children who were 
wounded in the fighting and Israeli 
bombing to the U.S. for medical 
treatment. 

In the aftermath of the 
Lebanese war, membership in ADC 
soared to an all-time high of around 
20,000, with 45 chapters and 10 re- 
gional offices nationwide. With anti- 
Israel feeling in foe U.S. at an all- 
time high, the ADC was able to 
make strong contacts with dvO rights 
and anti-war groups. 

In September 1983, foe ADC took 
part in a massive march on Washing- 
ton by a dvfl rights coalition, despite 
vigorous protests by Jewish groups. 

The ADC still retains its connec- 
tion with liberal and left-wing groups 
and individuals - at the national 
convention of the ADC in Washing- 
ton Last month, veteran folk singer 
Pete Seeger took centre stage with a 
medley of protest songs. According 
to an account in the Middle East 
Report, a publication of Aipac, See- 
ger sang a song in Arabic and then 
apologized to his audience for his . 
pronoundation of foe language. 
Seeger said, however, “It is better 
to massacre a language than to 
massacre a people.” 

While membership in foe ADC 


began to decline as the Israeli and 
U.S. involvement in Lebanon de- 
clined, some observers believe that 
the committee hurt itself with many 
Arab-Americans by its firm advoca- 
cy of and fundraising for Jesse Jack- 
son's presidential campaign, which 
Zogby managed. Both Jackson and 
his famous “surrogate” Louis Far- 
rakhan, made enthusiastically re- 
ceived speeches at the annual con- 
vention of foe ADC in March 1984. 

According to one Jewish observer 
of the ADC, “Zogby’s vociferous 
support for Jackson turned off many 
Arab-Americans, espedaliy many 
from the majority of Lebanese 
Christian descent who tend to be 
socially conservative and back 
Ronald Reagan.” 

The observer noted, “It is signifi- 
cant that even at its height in 1983, 
only a tiny fraction of foe 25 milli on 
Arab-Americans became involved 
with the activities of the ADC. Many 
Arab-Americans of Lebanese and 
Syrian Christian background, who 
inddentally make up the great 
majority of Arab-Americans,

Earlier this year, foe ADC was 
further weakened when James Zog- 
by left to start his own organization- 
foe Arab-American Institute, which 
Zogby hopes will train young Arab- 
Americans to enter foe political pro- 
cess. 

According to various 
accounts, Zogby’s departure from 
foe ADC was due to persona] differ- 
ences with Abourezk. While it is 
difficult to discern any . ideological 
split between foe two men, Zogby 
apparently saw the future of foe 
group in bufldmg a 'stronger, more 
effective organization in Washing- 
ton, while Abourezk tended to lean 
toward rebuilding ADCs grass roots 
strength, which according to some 
accounts has slipped to only about 
half of its strength in 1982-83. 

. The new executive director, Kad- 
er , appears far more deferential to 
Abourezk than the strong-willed 
Zogby was. Observers have also 
seen foe ADC moderating its rhetor- 
ic since Zogby left, away from the 
more or less overt support for foe 
FLO Zogby used to express. 

Despite its decline in mem- 
bership, the ADC appears to still be 
in healthy financial condition. In 
June, foe organization ran fuD page 
ads in The Washington Post for three 
consecutive days that cost $100,000. 
The first of the ads showed an old 
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man on a park bench and asked the 
question. “Should Congress give 
away almost $5 billion each year for 
one foreign country's military build- 
up while older Americans worry 
about their future?” The other two 
ads asked why Israel should get so 
much aid when American farmers 
and students faced uncertain fixt- 
ures. 

While the ADC contends that it 
does not receive support from fore- 
ign governments, an instructive ex- 
ample of ADC fundraising came to 
light in the May' 28 edition of the 
Manama Gulf Daily News. The 
Bahraini paper reported on a visit by 
Abourezk and a meeting he held 
with the Bahrain Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

According to the article. “Many of 
foe island's top businessmen are ex- 
pected to come up with cash aimed at 
countering the powerful Zionist lob- 
by in America. A special four-man 
chamber committee has been set up 
to work closely with... Abourezk, 
the driving force behind foe 15,000- 
member U.S. based Arab-American 
Anti-Discrimination Committee.” 

The article quoted chamber mem- 
ber Hasan Muhammad Zayad al- 
Din, managing director of the 
Bahrain lnvesttnent Bank, as saying 
members were “impressed” with 
Abourezk’s ideas, adding, “We plan, 
to do everything we can to help, 
though it is impossible to put a figure 
on exactly how much we will raise.” 

Abourezk was recently, asked 
about foe ADCs financial sources 
by a reporter from the Washingto- 
nian magazine. The former senator 
responded that foe source of ADC 
funding was “none of their goddamn 
business," adding, “When (pro- 
Israel organizations) reveal their 
sources (of funding) then we will 
release ours.” 


The most recent ADC conven- 
tion. held September 5 to 8 in 
Washington, clearly demonstrated 
that despite its- setbacks during foe 
past two years. ADC is still a 
Washington institution to be reck- 
oned wirh. 

The convention was attended by 
approximately 2000 people and in- 
cluded speeches by such varied anti- 
Israel luminaries as Rabbi ' Elmer 
Berger, former assistant secretary of 
state George Ball, former congress- 
men Paul Findley and Pete McClos- 
key - both of whom were defeated 
by candidates who support Israel in 
bitterly fought campaigns - and via 
satellite - Vanessa Redgrave and 
Yasser Arafat. 

Eight of the 13 workshops at the 
convention dealt directly with the 
Middle East conflict, and included 
topics like foe Israel-South Africa 
relationship and a study of foe “un- 
holy alliance” between right-wing 
evangelicals and Israel, lie most 
popular workshop focused on ways 
to combat the “Israel lobby.” 

According to one source, McClos- 
key informed foe audience that the 
ADC should strive to attract Jewish 
members. McCloskey was said to 
have informed foe group that each 
Jewish member “would be .worth 
10,000 others.” ; 

According to a Jewish source, 
“The problem with foe ADC is that 
it purports to be an organization to 
fight discrimination against Arab- 
Americans, but is in fact one of the 
best organized, and well-funded anti- 
Israel organizations in the U.'S. to- 
day.” 

The brutal murder of Alex Odeh 
seems likely to have the effect of 
increasing sympathy and support for 
foe ADC, undoubtedly exartly the 
reverse of what his killers hoped to 
accomplish. 


Imprisoned by red tape for 8 day s 


A bureaucratic foul-up kept a 
young Jerusalem man behind bars 
for eight days after foe Jerusalem 
District Court directed the Prison 
Service to release him. 

Henri Amsalem. 18. was charged 
in late August at foe Jerusalem Dis- 
trict Court for breaking into an 
apartment and stealing jewelry, and 
ordered held at the Tel Mond Prison 
until the conclusion of his trial. 

However. Amsalem’s court 
appointed lawyer Yonatan Lahav. 
after reviewing the evidence linking 
him to the break in, petitioned the 
court to release his client. 

The court, with foe consent of the 
Jerusalem District Prosecutor’s 
office then directed the Prison Ser- 


vice to release Amsalem on 
IS50Q,000 bail, and Lahav personal- 
ly delivered foe order to foe Prison 
Service office in Jerusalem. 

After two days Lahav called the 
service to ascertain that Amsalem 
had in fact been released, and was 
assured that he bad. 

When it became apparent after 
several days that his client was still in 
jail. Lahav called Tel Mond and was 
told that foe release order had ar- 
rived without the proper form to 
release him on bail. 

Lahav then phoned the Prison 
Service, which ordered Amsalem’s 
immediate release, eight days after 
the court had so ordered. (Itim)

murdered 
in Spain 
laid to rest 

HAIFA (Itim). - The two Israeli 
seamen murdered in Barcelona were 
buried on Friday at the Kfar Samir 
cemeiery here. Yu’acov Abu. 32. 
and Zion Abu, 33, were given a full 
state funeral, after their coffins lay in 
state in Kiryat Eiiezer. 

The bodies of the tw o Israelis were 
found last week in u Barcelona 
apartment. They had been beaten 
and stabbed. Spanish police said 
they had apparently been killed over 
foe weekend of October 5-6. OC 
Military Intelligence. Aluf Ehud 
Barak, said that one of the suspects 
arrested for the murders had been 
arrested in Israel for terrorist activ- 
ity. 

The two were reported missing 
from their ship, the Zim-Caliiorni;i 
last week. An anonymous caller told 
a western news agency in Madrid 
that Force-17, a unit of the PLO. 
carried out the killings. 

The bodies of the' two men were 
flown back to Israel on Friday in an 
aircraft chartered by the Zim ship- 
ping company. Transport Minister 
Haim Corfu. Haifa Mayor Arye 
Gurel, and the Haifa chief rabbis 
were among those attending the 
funeral. 

Speaking at the ceremony, Corfu 
said that the seamen had fallen vic- 
tims “to a new cowardly terrorism, 
which struck at defenceless Israelis 
far from their country.” 

Crime down by 
5.1 per cent 
so far this year 

There has been a 5. 1 per cent drop 
in the number of criminal files 
opened by foe police in the first nine 
months of 1985 compared to the 
same period last year, according to 
police statistics released Friday. 
White-collar crimes, however, rose 
by a whopping 240 per cent . 

Hie figures also revealed that 
there was a slight rise in the per cent 
of cases solved, from 21 .9 per cent in 
1984 to 23 per cent this year. 

Among foe categories of crimes 
recording downturns were house 
break-ins, down 3.7 per cent (down 
35 per cent in Jerusalem), car thefts 
which dropped by lOpercent. armed 
and unarmed robberies which fell by 
13 per cent and robberies of

Taiwan rift obstructs closer relations 


HONGKONG (AP). - U.S. Vice 
President George Bush said yester- 
day that relations between America 
and China -were on a “good track" 
despite differences over Taiwan and 
other issues. ' 

Bush, speaking at a news confer- 
ence following a six-day tour of Chi- 
na. said President Ronald Reagan's 
administration has sought improved 
relations with Peking. 

“That is happening, and I don’t 
see there will be call for any new 
dramatic action." he said before 
leaving for Anchorage. Alaska. 

During the vice president's visit to 
Peking, Chinese leaders described 
the nationalist government of 
Taiwan as an obstacle to better rela- 
tions between Washington and Pek- 
ing. 

Bush said. “Our view on the 
Taiwan question is that we are in- 
terested in seeing a peaceful solution 
but that is not a matter for the U.S. 
to work out." 

Bush called economic ties with 
China “very strong" and said he 


made a pitch for a bilateral invest- 
ment treaty between the two coun- 
tries. 

“We would like to see more con- 
cern on the part of our Chinese 
friends for what is needed in order 
for us to do business there." he said. 

He said the Chinese expressed 
concern about the U.S. seizure of 
four Palestinians who hijacked the 
Italian liner Achille Lauro and have 
been accused of killing an Amer- 
ican passenger. 

But the U.S. “is not going to sit 
idly by and see a citizen, a 69-year- 
old cripple, shot in the head and do 
nothing about it," the vice president^ 
said be told the Chinese. 

On trade protectionism. Bush said 
the U.S. will take action against 
countries pursuing unfair trade poli- 
cies “no matter bow good a friend, 
no matter who he is." 

He said the U.S- will “ho more be 
‘Mr. Nice Guy 1 sitting there while 
others violate existing laws." 

Speaking at a luncheon meeting 
hosted by the American Chamber of 


Commerce. Bush said many coun- 
tries On the Pacific rim are eager to 
sell goods to the U.S. but “deter- 
mined to deny to all Americans 
equal access to their own markets." 

Bush said protectionistsentiinents 
in the U.S.' Congress are at an all 
time high and warned. “If a protec- 
tionist tidal wave comes rolling 
across the Pacific, it is unlikely to 
distinguish the innocent from the 
guilty.” 

On Friday, Bush said he is think- 
ing about entering the 1988 race for 
president of the United States, at a 
breakfast meeting with 150 business 
figures in the booming southern 
Chinese port of Canton. 

Asked about whether be had plans 
to run for president. Bush said, 
“Obviously 1 have to do some think- 
ing about it and have been." He 
mentioned U.S. Senators Robert 
Dole and Jack Kemp and former 
U.S. senator Howard Baker as other 
possible contenders for the White 
House. 


Thousands commemorate 
murder of Polish priest 


WARSAW. - Thousands of Poles, 
some bearing Solidarity wreaths and 
‘ banners, gathered yesterday to pay 
homage at the grave of Roman 
Catholic priest Jerzy Popielusko on 
the first anniversary of his murder by 
security' police. 

Mourners and priests said they 
expected thousands more to arrive at 
St. Stanislaw's Church in Warsaw for 
a special memorial mass ending a 
week of religious ceremonies. 

A long line of people waiting to 
pass his grave wound around the 
church while hundreds of people 
inside took communion. 

By the altar stood a large portrait 
of Father Popielusko, an outspoken 
opponent of Communism and a pas- 
sionate supporter of the banned 
trade union before security police 
tortured then dumped him in the 
Vistula River a year ago. Police 
patrolled the area around the 
church. 

An editorial in a leading Warsaw 


newspaper warned people not to 
attach political motives to Popielus- 
ko ’s death. 

The daily paper, Zycie Warszawy, 
reminded its readers that the three 
murderers, as well as their superior 
in the interior ministry, were jailed 
for their crimes. 

Meanwhile Zbigniew Bujak, the 
fugitive leader of the outlawed Soli- 
darity Union, told a clandestine 
news conference Thursday that the 
government inflated by 12 to 13 
percent the number of people that it 
said voted in last Sunday's .par- 
liamentary elections. 

Solidarity had called for an elec- 
tion boycott, and with all of the 
parliamentary candidates needing 
Communist party approval, the 
turnout was the major issue. 

The government has reported 
78.86 per cent of the nation's eligible 
voters cast ballots. Bujak placed the 
figure at around 66 per cent. (AP, 
Reuter). 


Minor quake shakes New York City 


NEW YORK (AP). - A minor earth- 
quake shook the New York City 
area early yesterday rattling dishes 
and shaking people awake in three 
states. Police said there were no 
immediate reports of injuries or 
damage. 

The tremor at 6:08 a.m. measured

centred hear New Rochelle ra'ti&st- 
‘chbstdr County, about 32 kilometres 
north of New York City, said Russ 
Needham, a spokesman for the U.S. 
Geological Survey’s National Earth- 
quake Information Centre in Gol- 


den. Colorado. 

The quake was felt throughout the 
city, as far north as Connecticut, on 
Long Island and in New Jersey. 

Sergeant Ron Severin, a police 
department spokesman, said he re- 
ceived numerous calls from con- 
cerned citizens, but said he had re r 
ceived no reports of damage or in- 
jury'. : : ; • 

In Scarsdale, Fire Captain Robert 
Lapple said the tremor had been 
“quite a rumble" and apparently was 
felt throughout Westchester Coun- 
ty. • 



James Callaghan, 
ex-British premier, 
retires from politics 

CARDIFF (Reuter). - Former 
prime minister James Callaghan 
announced on Friday his retirement 
after 40 years from the House of 
Commons where he is the longest- 
serving member. 

Callaghan, who headed a Labour 
government for three years, before it 
was beaten at the polls in 1979 by 
Margaret Thatcher’s conservatives, 
said he would step down at the next 
election. 

However, he told a news confer- 
ence in his Welsh constituency of 
Cardiff that despite leaving the Low- 
er House of Parliament be would be 
having a busy time over the next two 
or three years. 

Callaghan, -73, -known as “Sunny 
Jim" for his avuncular demeanour 
but also a shrewd political manipula- 
tor, presided over a perpetually un- 
stable government, yet he once said 
he never lost a wink of sleep over a 
problem. 


New unclear reactor operational in India 


NEW DELHI (AP). - An ex- 
perimental fast-breeder nuclear 
reactor, which produces more pluto- 
nium than it consumes, became 
operational in what officials called a 
‘landmark" development because it 
uses a special type of fuel. 

The 14-megawatt reactor at 
Mahabalipuram in southern India 
went “critical" on Friday. Said Raja 
Ramanna, head of India’s Atomic 
Energy’ Commission. 

This is a condition in which a chain 
nuclear reaction is maintained at a 
constant rate before production 
starts. 

India is the only developing na- 
tion. and only the seventh nation in 
the world, to have successfully de-

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veloped the complex fast-breeder 
technology. 

The reactor uses a plutonium- 
uranium carbide fuel instead of the 
uranium-plutonium oxide fuel used 
iu fast-breeder reactors in other 
countries. Atomic engineers in India 
now are working on a giant 500- 
megawatt prototype fast-breeder 
reactor that also will use the indige- 
nous plutonium-uranium carbide 
fuel. 

Ramanna said the commissioning 
of the fast-breeder experimental 
reactor 50 kilometres north of Mad- 
ras was a “landmark" in India’s, 
nuclear program and opened pros- 
pects of generating 35,000 mega- 
watts of electricity. 10 times the 


country’s existing generation capac- 
ity. 

The plutonium can also be em- 
ployed in nuclear weapons. 

■ The new fast-breeder facility is not 
subject to inspection by the interna- 
tional atomic energy agency because 
it was built by Indian engineers. 

Meanwhile, President General 
Mohammad Zia ul-Haq denied 
yesterday that Pakistan was close to 
constructing an atomic bomb and 
said there was no agreement with 
China to test such a weapon. 

Zia, talking to journalists before 
leaving for the UN. dismissed a 
report by a top Indian military com- 
mander that Pakistan had such an 
agreement with China. 


Achille Lauro sails, new Italian premier tomorrow 


ROME (AP). - The Achille Lauro sailed yester- 
day on a new cruise, leaving in its wake the 
collaps e of Premier Bettino Craxi’s government, 
and anti-American sentiment in Italy. * 

Survivors of the hijacking two weeks ago con- 
tinued to tell their tales, with Italy’s largest 
newspaper. Corners deUa Sera, quoting a Portu- 
guese waiter as saying he and ship's hairdresser . 
were forced by hijackers to dump overboard the 
body of the American tourist who was murdered. 

A Genoese newspaper, ll SecoloXIX, reported 
that magistrates were looking into the possibility 
of a Syrian connection to the hijacking. 

Prosecutors were quoted by Italian state televi- 
sion, RAI, as saying that Leon Klinghoffer, a 
69-year-old wheelchair-bound New Yorker, was 
shot once before he was dumped ip to the 
Mediterranean. 

Reports said that Klinghoffer’s body probably 
would be flown to the U.S. today from Rome, 
where an autopsy was performed. 

Political leaders met on Friday with Italian 


President Francesco Cossaga, who was expected to 
name tomorrow a premier-designate assigned to 
form a new government. 

Politicians on Friday, including members of 
Italy's dominant Christian Democrat Party, said 
that another five-party coalition, possibly led by 
Craxi himself, was a likely outcome. 

Craxi handed in bis government's resignation 
on Thursday, accusing the U.S. of criticizing Italy 
before all the facts were made dear about the 
hijacking. 

He told parliament that U.S. and Italian troops 
had a showdown after an Egyptian airliner car- 
rying tiie hijackers was forced by American mitit- 
aiy aircraft to land in Sicily. 

Craxi, who was asked by Cossiga to stay on as 
caretaker, allowed the release of a PLO official. 
Abu Abbas, who the U.S. says masterminded the 
hijacking, which began October 7 and ended with 
the four Palestinian hijackers and three accom- 
plices charged with killing Klinghoffer.

Death and destruction caused by storms in India, S.E. Asia 


NEW DELHI. - Savage storms hit 
India and South-East Asia over the 
weekend causing loss of life, 
homelessness and severe damage. 
Cyclones, hurricanes and typhoons 
left hundreds missing and thousands 
homeless. 

At least 400 people are missing 
after a cyclone hit India’s eastern 
coast, flooding the villages where 
about four milli on people live, toe 
Press Trust of India reported yester- 
day. 

The news agency said most of 
those missing were fishermen who 
put to sea just before toe cyclone, 
which whipped up three metre high 
waves, struck toe coast of Orissa 
state on Wednesday. Rescue teams 


had so far recovered the bodies of 22 
victims, PTI said. 

Military helicopters were drop- 
ping food supplies to people 
marooned in about 2,650 villages 
submerged under tidal waves in 
northern Orissa. 

An unknown number of people 
were missing after Typhoon Cecil 
wrecked almost every home or ware- 
house along 350 kms of Vietnam's 
central roast this week, the Viet- 
namese News Agency said yester- 
day. 

A broadcast monitored in Bang- 
kok said 130-km an hour winds and 
floods demolished electric power 
and communications systems and 
left tens of thousands of families 


homeless along toe coast of the 
South China Sea. The agency said 
that rescuers “were raring against 
time to search for survivors" but 
gave no casualty figures. 

A hurricane left at least 3.000 
people homeless in northern Bang- 
ladesh. killed two people and in- 
jured 130 others, according to a 
report released yesterday by the Re- 
lief Ministry. 

The Dinajpur District Deputy 
Commissioner said at least 700 fami- 
lies occupying 3.000 houses in his 
area were affected by the hurricane. 
Most of toe houses were built of mud 
and straw and were blown away. 

Typhoon Dot moved away from 
toe Philippines yesterday, after bai- 


terine the country's main island of 
Luzon with heavy rains and strong 
winds that left at least 31 people 
dead and thousands homeless, offi- 
cials said. 

Although toe death toll was ex- 
pected to" climb as communications 
with isolated areas were restored, 
officials including President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos said the typhoon 
caused less damage and . fewer 
casualties than had been anticipated. 

The typhoon, the strongest to hit 
toe country in 15 years, had peak 
winds of 240 kmph and was headed 
directly for Manila before it veered 
north-west. broke up and weakened 
over the mountains. (Reuter. AP) 


Thatcher vs. Commonwealth on sanctions against South Africa 


NASSAU. - Commonwealth heads 
of state were meeting informally 
yesterday at toe Bahamas resort of 
Lyford Cay to hammer out a joint 
policy on promoting swift political 
change to South Africa. 

Britain’s Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher was still standing firm in 
her opposition to economic sanc- 
tions as a means of forcing Pretoria 
to speed reform towards a multi- 
racial state. 

The key players at Lyford Cay. a 
secluded millionaires’ playground 
25kms. west of Nassau, were Presi- 


dent Kenneth Kaunda of Zambia 
and Prime Ministers Rajiv Gandhi of 
India, Bob Hawke of Australia and 
Brian Mulroney of Canada. 

The four have formed an informal 
committee to try to find common 
ground between Britain and toe re- 
mainder of toe commonwealth, 46 of 
whose 49 members are represented 
here, who favour economic sanc- 
tions. 

Hawke has proposed a twin-track 
approach to South Africa that in- 
dudes setting up a Commonwealth 
team to promote dialogue between 


the white government and majority 
black population while retaining the 
threat of sanctions if such a dialogue 
does not go ahead. 

Thatcher, however, rejects the 
second part of the package. She told 
her Commonwealth partners that 
Britain has already done more than 
they have to pressure South Africa 
to end its apartheid policies. 

She listed a ban on arms sales and 
erode oil exports to South Africa, an 
absence of defence cooperation and 
scientific and cultural exchanges, a 
ban on computer sales to toe security

Police said Kadd was attacked by 
three unidentified gunmen who 
raided his chemist shop in Fategarb 
Churian Town. The politician was 
dispensing medicine when the 
ambush took place. 

The assassins, whose identity was 
not known, also fired at Kadd’s 
police bodyguard and seriously in- 
jured him. Police said they escaped 
with toe policeman’s submachine 
gun.

French novelist 
Claude Simon wins 
Nobel Prize 

STOCKHOLM (AP). - Novelist 
Claude Simon of France, who 
helped found a radical school of 
•unstructured, almost plotless writing 
tin toe 1950s. won toe Nobel Prize for 
literature Thursday. 

Simon, 72. who identified himself 
as a “wine-grower” first and “man of 
letters" second in filling out a form 
for Who's Who in France . wrote in a 
complex style that has kept his 
novels from becoming well-known 
even in his native country. 

He was the 12to French writer to 
win the prestigious award and toe 
first since .1964, when existentialist 
author and playwright Jean-Paul 
Sartre declined to accept his award. 

The Swedish academy said it had 
been watching Simon's work ever 
since his late 1950s writings in a style 
that did away with conventional con- 
cepts of narrative structure, plot and 
character.

Illegal aliens in NY City not to be reported 


NEW YORK (AP). - Employees of 
the City of New York are being told 
not to report illegal aliens to the U.S. 
government because the govern- 
ment has failed to stop illegal en- 
trants at the border. Mayor Edward 
Koch said Friday. 

Koch said the citytoad no legal or 
moral obligation to' report illegal 
aliens, and that to do so might dis- 
courage aliens from putting their 
children in schools, seeking literacy 
training, oi seeking medical help in 
life-threatening situations. 

He said his policy did not violate 


U.S. law, and was similar to policies 
in other U.S. cities, including Los 
Angeles and Chicago. 

Toe director of the city’s Office of 
Immigrant Affairs, Elizabeth 
Bogen. said federal authorities have 
conceded they do not have the re- 
sources to arrest or detain all the 
illegal aliens in New York City, 
much less toe entire U.S. 

Estimates on toe number of illegal 
aliens vary. Koch said there are 

between 400,000 and 750,000 in New 
York City, and nationwide estimates 
are about 6 million.

nutes. Sprinkle with parsley anti 
lemon juice. Best served straight 
from the baking dish.

Pushing textile exports to the U.S.

TEL AVIV’. - Industry Minister 
Ariel Sharon has asked Prime Minis- 
ter Shimon Peres to “put in a good 
word ‘ for Israeli textile exporters 
when he meets with President 
Ronald Reagan. Sharon, who was 
addressing the members of the Israel 
America Chamber of Commerce on 
Thursday, noted that he was quite 
aware of the problems facing U.S. 
textile manufacturers but that Israeli 
textile exports now were so smaJ! 
I hut they would not have any impact 
on the U.S. scene. 

The minister pointed out that die 
American resistance to Israeli tex- 
tiles was the first snag which had 
surfaced concerning the recently 
signed Free Trade Area (FTA) 
agreement. 

"industrialists here had set their 
target for the U.S. market even 
before the FTA agreement was 
signed. Israel’s total exports in- 
creased by 18% in 1983 over the 
preceding year: by 32% in 1984 over 
IMS*. During the first nine months of 
this year they have grown by 30.3% , 
to Si .406 million, Sharon said, “and 
we hope they will reach the $2 billion 
mark by the end of the year.” 

He told chamber members not to 
be “naive" when it came to trade 
agreements. “You can honour an 
agreement to the last letter, yet there 
is" room for maneuvering. Other 
countries do it; we should follow 


their example.” 

As for the emergency economic 
programme, he was happy that infla- 
tion was being tamed, at least to the 
extent that most persons had begun 
to think in terms of stable prices. But 
he also thought that the fight against 
inflation should not continue at the 
expense of industrial growth. There 
was indeed a strong correlation be- 
tween the two, be said. Economic 
growth meant pumping money into 
the economy, and this led to infla- 
tion. 

“But the problem is that we may 
lose our sense of judgment. We 
measure inflation month by month; 
we see the results of industrial and 
other economic growth only after 
several years. And there is always 
the danger that we may fight infla- 
tion to a standstill and at the same 
time cause economic stagnation.” 

If inflation was being brought 
under control, he said, it was being 
done at the expense of exports. “At 
first, our target was for 12% growth 
in industrial exports this year. Then 
we lowered our sights to 10%, then 
to 7-8%, and now we are puffing 
along at only 6%. This is far from 
satisfactory.” 

Sharon wants to see the "sky- 
high" interest rates lowered drasti- 
cally, even if high rates were a means 
of controlling inflation. ‘‘But bow 
can you expect our businessmen to 
compete with others abroad, if those 
abroad pay between 4-8% a year in 


‘real' interest, while Iraelis had to 
pay 96.5% in ‘real' interest during 
the past 12 months. And if August 
and September are taken as a base, 
then the real interest isabout200% a 
year. We have reached the absolute 
interest limit, we must rectify the 
situation.” 

As for the increasing rate of unem- 
ployment, he wanted the industrial- 
ists to give first choice of jobs to 
people living in the immediate area 
of their plants, instead of workers 
from the West Bank and Gaza. 
Admittedly, wages in industry were 
low, he said - 40% of the 300,000 
industrial workers make IS400,000 
or less a, month - a wage whicb did 
not attract Israelis. And those who 
did work were not anxious to work 
overtime. 

“Nevertheless, if we want to 
change the face of Israel, we could 
do so easily by each and every one of 
us putting in one extra hour of work 
a day - for the next year or two,” he 
added.

Self-employed end 
their *tax revolt*

TEL AVIV. - The Chamber of the 
Self-Employed has decided to call 
off its “tax revolt” following the 
setting up of a special subcommittee 
of the Knesset Finance Committee, 
which is to look into the chamber's 
charges of discrimination. The sub- 
committee is headed by Ariel Wein- 
stein (Likud-Liberals). 

The “tax revolt" was launched 
several months ago. when the au- 
thorities imposed a 6% surtax on 
income taxes paid by the self- 
employed. No other group in the 
country was asked to pay this surtax, 
and the chamber called upon its 
members not to pay. 

The chamber, which is headed by 
Eidad Bukstein, has already mao- 
aged to obtain two concessions from 
the authorities. Those self-employed 
whose marginal income taxis below 
30% will no longer have to pay the 
surtax. Also, certain categories of 
self-employed will receive the same 
benefits as wage-earners in making 
their National Insurance Institute 
payments. 

Despite calling the revolt off, the 
chamber is working to have the sur- 
tax abolished, and payments already 
made credited to members* regular 
ann ual tax payments.

TEL AVTV. -The board of directors 
of Ampal, the U.S.-bared invest- 
ment company owned by Bank 
Hapoalim. will this week hold a 
series of meetings in Israel to plan 
the corporation’s investment 
strategy and decide- in which indus- 
tries and firms either to make loans 
or take an equity stake. 

This will be the first time in several 
years that AmpaTs'board is meeting 
here, chairman Ephraim Reiner told 
The Jerusalem Post in an interview 
last week. Most of the meetings will 
take place in New York, with occa- 
sional forays to Chicago, Los 
Angeles and other key American 
dries. This change of venue is made 
to enable the directors to obtain a 
different perspective and to allow 
them to meet investors and business- 
men from all over the U.S. 

The key purpose of the current 
visit is to help the Ampal board get 
abreast of the changing economic 
climate in Israel and to meet directly 
with leading figures in government 
and industry. In the course of the 
week, they will hear the views of the 


heads of the Histadrut business* 
empire, Yisrael Kessar and Danny 
Rosolio. as well as meeting Gad 
Ya’acobi. the minister for economic 

planning. , 

Although Ampal is closely in- 
volved in the Histadrut sector. Since 
it is itself part of Bank Hapoalim. its 
board will be meeting leading non- 
Histadrut industrialists, such as Eli 
Hurvitz, the president of the Manu- 
facturers Association, and .Aharon 
Dovrat, managing director of the 
dal conglomerate. 

The basic question they will be 
forced to resolve will he whether to 
invest in Israel at all at the moment, 
or perhaps to hold back until the 
economic picrure becomes clearer. 
Reiner himself will come down in 
favour of a selective “yes” to con- 
tinuing to invest now. 

He is particularly interested in 
continuing to seek opportunities 
among small high-tech ventures 
which may be running short of capit- 
al in the uake of the cutbacks in the 
disbursal of government support by 
the Chief Scientist's Office. Overall, 
he points out, “in an economy that is 
starved for monev but rich in non- 


liquid assets, Ampal can help coin 
panics restructure themselves ,n 
jeering capital and acquiring assets in 
return.

Knesset panel OK’s new savings plan

The Knesset Finance Committee 
last week approved the terms of two 
new savings schemes which will be 
offered by the commercial banks in 
the near future. 

The schemes, called Tessuah and 
Tessuah Extension , are designed, re- 
spectively, for new savers and for 
savers whose existing scheme has 
reached its redemption date. Both 
are index-linked, in an attempt to 
break the pattern of saving in the 
past two years, in which the public 
has shunned index-linked schemes 
and concentrated on dollar-linked 
investments. 

The schemes are available for 
periods of up to eight years and offer 
the saver a choice of either determin- 
ing the length of the savings period in 
advance, or leaving his options open 
to withdraw his money at one of a 
number of predetermined dates in 
the course of the eight years. In the 
latter case , the saver wfl] be offered a 
lower rate of interest. 

The main new feature of these 
schemes is that each bank will be 
allowed to determine the yield it 
offers savers and may change the 
rate of return from time to time. The

WALL STREET WEEK 

Analysts concerned despite 
Dow’s climb to new highs 


NEW YORK (AP). - While the 
Dow Jones Industrial Average has 
been climbing to new highs lately, 
many Wall Streeters have been more 
concerned with records that are not 
being set. 

The Dow, which is made up of 3Q 
blue-chip stocks, has surpassed the 
peaks it reached in Mid-July, but it is 
the only well-known, indicator of * 
stock price trends that has done so. • 

The list of individual stocks post- 
ing new highs has been very short, 
and trading volume on the New 
York Stock Exchange has been run- 
ning well below a record pace. 

The picture of the market being 
presented by any yardstick right now 
is distorted by intense takeover spe- 
culation that at times seems to be the 
only game going on Wall Street. 

The most celebrated example has 
been General Foods, which almost 
by itself propped up the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average while many other 
stocks were tumbling between mid- 
July and early this month. 


With a gain of 28.90 points to 
1,368.84 in the past week, the Dow 
Jones Industrial Average surpassed 
its July 19 closing high of 1 .359.54. 

By contrast, the NYSE's compo- 
site index rose 1.59 for the week to 
108.15. far below the high of 1 13.49 
it established on July 1 7. The market 
value index at the American Stock 
Exchange, up 3.03 at 225.84 on 1 the 
week, hasn't seen a new high in more 
than two years. 

Big board volume averaged 
110.77 million shares a day. against 
95.83 million the week before. In 
one week during the summer of 
1984. volume set a daily pace of 
better than 150 million shares. 

When the Dow is hot and other 
averages are not, many chart- 
watching analysts and investors start 
to worry. This kind of divergence is 
known as a “non-confirmation” in 
Wall Street technical parlance, and 
some regard it as a signal that a 
market advance might be running 
out of steam.

Merchants support Sharir against hoteliers

The Merchants Association has 
announced that it is backing Tourism 
Minister Avraham Sharir in his bat- 
tle with the hoteliers. 

Sharir has been pressing for a 
ceiling for hotel prices to foreign 
tourists, quoted in dollars, claiming 
that a sharp increase in the prices this 
year will hurt the tourist industry.

COMMENT 

REGRETTABLE DECISION 

THE DECISION of Minister of Education and Culture Yitzhak 
Navon to veto live TV coverage of today’s Israel -Australia World Cup 
Soccer Match was a very curious one. Mr. Navon usually has a strong 
intuition about what the public thinks, but be went sadly astray in this 
instance. 

It is difficult to understand how he ever got into, the act at zdLThe/^ 
Israeli Broadcasting Authority ii supposed to Operate in complete* 
independence of the government, although the Minister of C&lture 
does have parliamentary responsibility for it. But be has no right to 
intervene in operative decisions. 

On the merits, Mr. Navon had three objections to the coverage of 
die game which takes place be ween 7-9 in the morning Israeli time. 
One was that workers might leave their benches and desks for two 
hours to watch television, or rather not get to work at all before 9.30 
a.m. The second was that pupils might play truant from school. And 
the last was that the expense was unjustified. 

The last point of the cost is surely a matter entirely for Israel 
Television to decade in determining the use it makes of its budget. With 
regard to the first two objections, it would be valid for the government 
to decide that workers in the public service should be mulcted in pay, 
and truant children appropriately punished, if they take time off to 
watch TV. But the government has no right in a free society to dictate 
what the populace should see on TV. 

Mr. Navon’s decision has in fact deprived a good part of Israel’s 
population, Jews and Arabs alike, of witnessing a major national 
-sports event. 

A few weeks ago Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher and her 
government dictated to the supposedly independent BBC that an 
interview, in which an IRA terrorist put his point of view, could not be 
shown on the air. This blatant breach of the BBC covenant resulted in 
a public furore and a journalists’ strike. 

The reaction in Israel has been far milder, because the issue at stake 
- seeing a sporting spectacle live- is obviously less important. But the 
principle of non-government interference in broadcasting is a very 
vital one. It is to be hoped that neither Mr. Navon nor any other 
minister will repeat this land of action.

There, in the final dead singles of 
the tie which Britain had already 
won Bates came out on top in the 
best of three sets. 

Small wonder that there-was an air 
of tension yesterday when the pro- 
ceedings got under way under 
already lowering skies.

Fortune rewarded him for 
his courage; he took the set 7-5. 

Both players went into an abysmal 
slump in the second set, when the 
match became as desultory as the 
weather. 

Five service games in a row were 
dropped. Then the match picked up 
suddenly, to produce the best tennis 
of the shortened afternoon. Bates 
struck a good patch and held the 
edge to win the set at $-3. Then the 
rains came. 

Whoever comes out on top in the 
resumption today mil have made ft 
for toe first time in his career to a 
Grand Prix final. Bates has in fact 
never reached a semi-final before. By 
going so far already, Mansdorf has 
assured himself of bring slotted into 
the top 100 players in the world for 
the first time in his short career.

THE PRIME MINISTER’S visit to Washington can certainly 
be regarded as a success, even without the glowing superlatives 
which some of the Israeli commentators saw fit to use. For one, 
both President Reagan and Prime Minister Peres focussed their 
talks, as well as their public statement, on their expectation that 
King Hussein could still be persuaded to come to the negotiat- 
ing table with Israel. 

Coming in the wake of the repeated atrocious terror acts of 
recent weeks, perpetrated by PLO-affiliated terrorists, the 
renewed emphasis on the peace process was a much needed 
fresh breath of more hopeful news. 

As Secretary of State George Shultz put it last Thursday 
before the House Foreign Affairs Committee the two major 
issues standing in the way of direct talks between Jordan and 
Israel are King Hussein's insistence on an international confer- 
ence context for such talks and the need to find credible 
Palestinians to join the Jordanian delegation. 

On the first issue, Mr. Peres on Friday sounded what seemed 
a novel idea. He said Israel might consider UN Security Council 
auspices for direct talks with Jordan on condition that all five 
permanent Security Council members will have diplomatic 
relations with Israel. That means that the Soviet Union and 
China would have to take the dramatic step of establishing 
diplomatic relations with Israel. The Soviet Union after a break 
of over 18 years and China for the first time - no mean 
diplomatic achievement in itself, were it to happen. 

Conversely, Mr. Peres suggests that the Security Council 
should call the parties for direct negotiations, thus providing a 
symbolic umbrella. As there have been a number of precedents 
of direct negotiations between Israel and Egypt within and 
despite the formal context of an international, UN-sponsored 
conference, that hurdle should not necessarily be an insur- 
mountable obstacle. 

As to the need to find credible Palestinians, as Mr. Shultz put 
it, following last week's fiasco in London with the supposedly 
joint Jordan! an-Palestinian delegation. King Hussein himself 
has declared that he would now have to reassess his Middle East 
peace initiative of last February. That means, in fact, reasses- 
sing his relationship with the PLO and the validity of his 
agreement with Yasser Arafat of February 1 1 this year. 

The Jordanian monarch fully backed the British government 
in their decision to cancel the meeting with the two PLO 
members of the delegation over their refusal to sign a document 
that would renounce terrorism and accept Israel's right to exist. 
For it was also a slap in the face of King Hussein who had 
worked very hard to get this formula accepted by the PLO as a 
prior condition for the invitation extended by British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher during her recent visit to Amman. 

Such reassessment by Jordan’s king at this juncture could 
possibly lead to the participation of some prominent Palesti- 
nians in the West Bank and Gaza, who are also known as PLO 
supporters, but who have indeed opted for a political solution 
of their problem. 


On Mr. Peres's home front. Acting Prime Minister and 
Likud leader Yitzhak Shamir yesterday sounded a number of 
interesting and even promising formulas which took the wind 
out of the sails of the prime minister's main critics in the Likud, 
foremost among them Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon. 


For one, Mr. Shamir stated dearly that if Mr. Peres had some 
secret meetings abroad two weeks ago - say with the Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev or possibly with King Hussein - he 
would certainly know about it as Vice Premier and leader of the 
second major partner of the national unity government. But, 
Mr. Shamir stressed, such secret diplomatic moves, by their 
nature, need not be brought to the attention of the government 
unless and until they require some operative political decision. 
Thus, Mr. Sharon's claim that Prime Minister Peres was acting 
“behind the government’s back,” as he .put it, is without 
foundation. 


But Mr. Shamir also sounded a rare positive note on direct 
negotiations with King Hussein, without prior conditions, 
saying he would favour such talks, together with acceptable 
Palestinian representatives, expressing the hope that Hussein 
could “free himself from the PLO.” 


Not hiding his firm opposition to an international conference 
context for talks with Jordan and predicting serious differences 
between Labour and Likud, once peace talks would reach the 
stage of discussing substance, Mr. Shamir nevertheless pointed 
the way how even the present national unity government could 
open negotiations with Jordan. That alone is also good news.

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FOR THE FIRST time in yearn 
(counting the last Brezhnev years), 
there seems to be stable leadership 
in the Soviet Union - at any rate one 
with a reasonable life expectancy. 
Mikhail Gorbachev shows himself to 
be a vigorous leader who got hold of 
things with amazing rapidity, a sure 
hand and masterly public relations. 

The transitional period having 
thus come to a quick end. we must 
just as rapidly reassess our posture 
vir-d-m the Soviet Union, especially 
in regard to Soviet Jewry, and the 
possibilities at our disposal in the 
new era. 

Any action is based on assump- 
tions which are based on knowledge 
and information. Of course, in the 
case of the Soviet Union, as some- 
one so aptly remarked, there is no 
real information, only various de- 
grees of ignorance. However, this 
much is certain: the “Jewish factor,” 
whether nuisance, economic or poli- 
tical, is as effective as the Soviets 
perceive it to be in furthering or 
hindering their objectives. 

The question is whether the tradi- 
tional objectives of the Soviet Union 
are being changed by Gorbachev. 
From what we have seen so far, they 
are not, indeed cannot be, changed 
since Soviet objectives are deter- 
mined, in addition to ideology, by 
history, economy, and geography. 

These Gorbachev cannot change 
even if he wanted to. which he does 
not, because he and his appointees 
represent a hard-line, disciplined, 
party group which does not shun 
confrontation. Their style may not 
be as dour as that of Gromyko and 
his generation, but, when all is said 
and done, it remains only style and 
we should not be fooled by it. 

Soviet objectives, both historical 
and recent - that is, since the end of 
World War II - re main the same: 
•External security, namely digest- 
ing World War II gains. 

•Internal security, namely controll-

ing minorities and dissidents. 
•Improving the miserable perform- 
ance of the Soviet economy. 
•Getting technology from the West 

A fifth objective is averting the 
U-S. Strategic Defence Initiative, 
known as “Star Wars,” because the 
cost of developing a space defence 
system woulu be prohibitive for 
Moscow and would put an end to any 
hopes of improving the Soviet eco- 
nomy. 

DETENTE REMAINS, as before, 
just a means, not an end in itself. The 
West keeps persisting in its miscon- 
ception that Soviet and Western in- 
terests are identical and that both 
sides are playing the game by the 
same rules. And so we ascribe to 
Detente what we think it is and 
should be, rather than what it is to 
the Soviets. 

What the Soviets perceive Detente 
to be was enunciated in a speech on 
January 14, 1974, by Marshall 
Gretchko, the Soviet defence minis- 
ter, who said that Detente was 
meant to effect a “change in the 
correlation of forces in favour of 
socialism.” Newspeak, no doubt, 
but unmistakable. We should do 
well to keep in mind that defnrition- 
not ours. 

Surely, the Soviets want a modus 
vivendi to attain their objectives but 
at what price, and are the Jews part 
of the price? When considering this 


question two elements must not be 
overlooked: 


•The Soviets must eventually solve 
’their “Jewish problem,” and - with 
assimilation or cultural liquidation 
having failed -emigration is the only 
solution. A major task of ours is to 
bring them around to recognize what 
they know deep down to be the only 
way. 

•The Soviet regime is not mono- 
lithic. We must make use of the 
chinks in it, explore the diverse in- 
terests in the Soviet power and 
bureaucratic structure and exploit 
the o pport un ities which the pohtkal 
dynamics and the cabalic political 
culture of the Soviet Union offer us. 

However, much remains to be 
done outside the Soviet Union (and 
outside the U.S.). 

Our best and obvious bet until 
there is a thaw between the two 
superpowers is of course Europe. 

The Soviets have been giving us 
hints all along in that direction. Last 
August, writing in Izvestia, Alexan- 
der Bovin, the paper's senior politic- 
al commentator, said that the Soviet 
Union expects the United States to 
understand its feazs and commit- 
ments, that Western Europe can act 
as a bridge, that Moscow is seeking 
improvements not just on disarma- 
ment, and finally, that Europe can 
create an atmosphere leading to de- 
tente and disarmament. 


TWO POINTS in conclusion. 

First, we have always counted on 
the relaxation of tension to be good 
for our cause, and it was- 

However, since the Grand 
Alliance foil apart in 1945, the West 
and the Soviet Union have lived 
more in tension than in relaxation. It 
will continue to be so. We must 
accept it as a permanent given and 
plan accordingly. The differences 
between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union are irreconcilable. 

A total system which claims infal- 
libility and historical inevitability 
cannot tolerate coexistence side by 
side with its antithesis- Therefore 
tension is the natural state of affairs 
between the Soviets and the U.S. 
They do. from time to time, patch 
things up. but these brief respites are 
the exceptions. 

Therefore, we must sec how we 
can operate under the normal condi- 
.tion, which is tension, and how we 
can extract benefits from it con- 
tinuously rather than wait for sum- 
mits to give them to us. 

Secondly, we cannot wait for or 
rely on watershed policy decisions in 
regard to foe Jews to be made by the 
Soviet Union in the near future, 
because they will not be made. 
However bothersome or, converse- 
ly, potentially useful the Jews are to 
foe Soviet Union, they are not at the 
top of the Soviet-U.S. agenda. 

Nor do they rank high on the 
Soviet Union's agenda. It was very 
telling that in foe long interview 
which Gorbachev granted Time 
magazine (September 9, 1985), 
covering eight pages of interview 
an<),10 pages of background, neither 
he nor his interlocutors mentioned 
foe Jewish question - not once. 


ITHINK that historically and cultur- 
ally the Soviets are incapable of 
making a dear-cut derision to solve 
their Jewish problem. They will go 


THE U.S. Government’s decision to 
strip MK Meir Kabane of his Amer- 
ican citizenship cannot change foe 
fact that he is an American and a 
product of American society. 

No less significant, and more de- 
pressing, is foe realization that Rab- 
bi Kahane's particular brand of 
“Americanism" has had more of an 
influence on Israeli, society than the 
“American attitudes” brought here 
by earlier U.S. immi grant* 

•This reflects both foe rightward 
drift in Israel and foe changing char- 
acter of American immigration , now 
composed largely of Orthodox, 
ultra-nationalistic men and women. 

The other two Americans in foe 
current Knesset, Moshe Arens of 
Herat and Rabbi Eliezer Waldman 
of Tehiya. are also right-wingers 
(though hardly newcomers). And in 
foe Judea, Samaria and Gaza Strip 
settlements of Gush Emunim. 
Americans are very prominent. In- 
deed, Miriam Levinger of Hebron 
told me some time ago that “Anglo- 
Saxons,” most of them Americans, 
make up one quarter of the mem- 
bership of Gush Emunim outposts. . 

Yet there are other Americans 
with very different attitudes, as was

evident last week at Kibbutz Gezer, 
midway between Tel Aviv and Jeru- 
salem, where nearly 900 graduates of 
American and Canadian Habonim 
gathered to mark the 50th 
anniversary of their movement’s 
establishment. 

It was primarily a nostalgic occa- 
sion, with people - most of whom 
had not met for years or even de- 
cades - hugging one another with 
unrestrained emotion. But there was 
also a serious note in foe discussions 
and speeches, most of them devoted 
to recalling foe values that characte- 
rized Habonim and their reflection, 
orlack of it. in foe Israel where some 
2.500 graduates now live. 


While the speakers included 
Absorption Minister Ya’acov Tsur 
and other dignitaries, the most in- 
teresting speech was undoubtedly 
that of William (Billy) Goldfarb, 
formerly secretary of American 
Habonim and now a prominent Tel 
Aviv lawyer. Goldfarb recalled how 
seriously foe teenagers in Habonim 
had taken themselves and their miss- 
ion, and yet avoided feeling, as (fid 
members of many other movements, 
that they were the sole possessors of 
foe truth. 


THERE WAS no collective ideoli> 
gy in Habonim; everyone was wel- 
come to propound his own version of 


Zionism. Following in foe footsteps 
of Labour ideologue Berl Kar- 
zenelson, Habonim people spoke of 
“the right to be confused.” And 
confusion there was. 

Yet, as Goldfarb and other speak- 
ers noted, this did not prevent Habo- 
nim members from organizing a 
string of innovative summer camps 
and leadership training courses, 
from smuggling arms to foe Hagana 
and manning its illegal immigrant 
ships and, finally, from setting up 
kibbutzim and moshavim in Israel. 

The free-wheeling approach char- 
acteristic of American Habonim 
found its reflection in Habonim set- 
tlements, where accepted kibbutz 
ideas were often rejected by the 
newcomers. Gesher Haziv, a Habo- 
nim outpost near foe Lebanese bor- 
der, 30 years ago defied kibbutz 
movement leaden to establish Una 
nifredet (where children sleep at 
home rather than in separate quar- 
ters). This idea, unorthodox then, 
has since been adopted by a majority 
of United Kibbutz Movement settle- . 
ments. . . . 

At Urim, an American Habonim 
Itibbutzin foe Negev, members early 
on decided that foeir children should

INTERNATIONAL IMMORALITY 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - David Krivine, in his article 
of October 1 on the “Market place of 
ideas,” digests foe difference be- 
tween foe “Ultra-Orthodox” and foe 
“liberal-minded” Jews over foe mis- 
sionary question to foe following 
simple characterization: "The liber- 
als say that a man is a Jew by choice. 
He listens to what foe missionaries * 
... say and makes up his oyn mind. 
The Orthodox (on foe other hand) 
believe that people are Jews because 
they were told to be Jews." 

While his characterization of foe 
“Orthodox” attitude is an oversim- 
plification, it is in essence correct: 
we Jews have no choice. We are Jews 
willy-nilly: we the haredim, we the 
modem Orthodox, we foe liberals, 
and even foe renegades. We don’t 
have free choice in the matter re- 
gardless of how much David Kri- 
vine, and whatever liberal group for 
whom he assumes to be the spokes- 
man, wish we had. This “Orthodox” 
attitude is the traditional Jewish atti- 
tude dating back to the revelation at 
Mount Sinai. If David Krivine tries 
to change this attitude, he is stepping 
out of the bounds of Judaism - not 
just of haredi Judaism. 

What David Krivine and his ilk 
who profess being liberal to mission- 
ary ideas seem to forget is that all 
Jews (and ail mankind for that mat- 
ter) are not like him. Most of them 


are much less sophisticated. Jews 
form a complete spectrum with re- 
gard to sophistication. They also 
form an entire spectrum in their 
spiritual strength to remain Jews. 
There are some (generally foe 
'“uJtra-Orthodox” and foe Ortho- 
dox) who are so strong in foeir 
beliefs that no battery of missionar- 
ies can shake them even if they had 
physical power at their disposal. But 
within the spectrum of Jews are 
those who are less strong; some will 
succumb only to physical force, 
others to overwhelming psychologic- 
al pressure. Some at foe far end of 
foe spectrum may give up foeir Juda- 
ism to just the slightest of argu- 
ments: not because of the weakness 
of Judaism, but because of their 
weakness in Judaism. 

When we haredim fight against 
foe missionaries, we are not fighting 
to save our own children; we have 
educated them to withstand a 
thousandfold more pressure than 
missionaries can bring ro bear. We 
are fighting to save David Kri vine’s 
children. We are fighting to save the 
Jews on foe fringes of Judaism, who 
are far from being “ultra- 
Orthodox.” All Jews who are im- 
bued with ahavat yisrael are perso- 
nally pained at the loss of even a 
single Jewish soul.

Sir, - In the year 1927 - that is, 
before Hitler rose to power in Ger- 
many - Albert Einstein wrote as 
follows: ‘The position of our scatt- 
ered Jewish community is a moral 
barometer for foe political world. 
For what surer index of political 
morality and respect for justice can 
there be than foe attitude of the 
nations towards a defenceless minor- 
ity. The barometer is low at the 
present moment.” 

Today, foe sorrowful and tragic 
chapter of foe highjacking of foe 
Italian cruise ship Achille Lauro has 
clearly demonstrated, especially to 
us Jews living in Israel, foe hypocrisy 
of foe nations of the world. The 
hypocrisy of foe Westera democra- 
cies is particularly to be regretted, as 
are foeir anti-Semitic and anti-Israel 
prejudices in these modern times of 
so-called freedom and progress. 

At foe outset, when foe drama of 
the hijacked vessel began to* un- 
fold before the amazed eyes of foe 
world, the gangster and perpetrator 
of tins vicious act of piracy, Yasser 
Arafat, hastened to assure the world 
that there bad been a gross error. 
The original plan was not to harm 
foe ship’s passengers, but to use it to 
launch terrorist activities in Ashdod. 
The nations of foe world, including 
the free democracies, sighed with 


relief that foe terrorists only wanted 
to slaughter innocent Jews in Israel, 
which of course was legitimate. To . 
praise Arafat for rushing to the res- 
cue of the victims of his own 
machinations is the height of hypoc- 
risy. 

Over 20 years ago, I warned that if 
terrorism were not stamped out im- 
mediately it could bring untold dan- 
gers and destruction to the world. At 
that time, terrorism only affected 
Israel, so foe world refused to team 
foe lessons of history that once hos- 
tility is directed against foe Jews, it 
would eventually affect foe whole 
world; it took no notice and certainly 
no action.

Terrorism has not yet succeeded 
in destroying foe world, but has 
succeeded in destroying all human 
decency and every vestige of politic- 
al morality even among the free 
democracies. Hence the times in 
which we live are far more preca- 
rious and dangerous than the fatal 
last years of the 1930s. The baro- 
meter has sunk to its lowest level.

DYING IN DIGNITY

Sir, - I heartily agree with Dr. 
Mayer Bassan that nothing should 
be done to prevent foe dying of a 
hopelessly ill individual (Letters, 
October 3), provided it is not against 
the person's own wish. 

It is, however, not necessary to 
ate a country as far away as Korea as 
an example of how to deal with such 
cases. Since 1981, foe Netherlands 
have a set of rales governing how 


and when active voluntary euthana- 
sia (mercy killing) may be performed 
legally. The main provisions, as de- 
fined by the Rotterdam Criminal 
Court, are lasting physical or mental 
suffering, and the voluntary declara- 
tion of the patient that he or she 
wishes to die. It is possible to make 
such a declaration before foe patient 
is incapacitated and unable to do so.

To 
quote Jean Francois Ke\ei jn now 
Democracies Perish (DouNeday, 
1984): "Policies must be based on 
worst case hypotheses that antici- 
pate foe least favourable develop- 
ments." , _ 

Summits come and go. I Tie man- 
formation spread by the Soviets 
prior to them and the Joses or charm 
we are exposed to while they last are 
designed to buy them a bit of time - 
long enough to let their western 
campaigns pass smoothly. But once 
the festivities are over it will be back 
to normal. And "normal" is a world 
of unresolved conflict for which we 
must plan because we will be living in 
it for a long time after Pans and 
Geneva.

It only remaias 
to be seen whether his "American- 
ism” or theirs will carry the day in 
Israel.
